HOME LOAN BANK BILL 


Last of Administration Rehabil- 
itation Measures Now Goes 


last of the administration's rehab- 
ilitation proposals—that to estab- 
lish a Federal home loan banking 
system— was passed today by the 
House and sent to the Senate.

NAVAL FLYER KILLED IN CRASH 


WITH TOMMY HAYES 


Former Cuckoo Leader Was 
Suspected of Having Part 
in Three Murders in Mad- 
ison April 15.

DETROIT, Mich, June 15.—The 
body of Milford Jones, a. notorious 
St. Louis gangster, was found in a 
cabaret at 47 Rowena street this 
morning. 
Jones had been shot three times 
in the head and oncs in the chest. 
The shots apparently were fired at 
close range, for his shirt bore 
powder burns. An examining phy- 
sician said Jones probably had been 
dead five hours before his body 
was found by police, which would 
make the time of death between 3 
and 4 4a. m. 
Police questioned Jack Green, 
proprietor of the cabaret, and took 
into custody three young women 
who were in the place at the time 
of the shooting. 
Chief of Detectives Frahm said 
Jones’ body was found in front of 
the bar of the cabaret when police 
arrived. 
Police were called to the cabaret, 
known as the Stork Club, at 9 a. 
m. by an anonymous informant 
who said there was àa man’s body 
in the giace.” The officials said 
they found evidence of a hasty 
flight on the part of guests. 
Hats were left in the checkroom 
and unfinished dinners and drinks 
were on the tables. Musicians ap- 
parently departed without taking 
their instruments. 
Jones’ body was on tie floor. An 
expensive wrist watch, still running, 
and a ring set wich diamonds had 
not been touched. 
A general roundup of all persons 
known to have been connected with 
the cabaret was started. 

Police said they were unable to 
obtain irformation immediately 
from the witnesses questioned, and 
began search for Peter Greenfield, 
a partner of Green in the opera- 
tion of the cabaret. Green was also 
held for questioning. 

A gang of which Jones was a 
minor member, came to Detroit 
several years ago and began prey- 
ing on gamblers and bootleggers, 
officials said. At one time they 
were reputed to have collected 
nearly $300,000 ransom money in 
Detroit. 


Jones Was Former Associate 
Burke, Winkler and Hayes. 
Milford Jones, who was 34 
years old, was a leader in the old 
Cuckoo gang in St. Louis, when 
headquarters for that organization 
of criminals was at a clubhouse on 
Lemay Ferry road. 

He was a close associate here of 
Fred Burke, now serving a life 
sentence for murder in a peniten- 
tiary at Marquette, Mich, and of 
Gus Winkler, bank robber, former- 
ly of St. Louis and now reputed 
head of the Capone gang in Chi- 
cago. 

Another associate of Jones prior 
to two years ago was Tommy 
Hayes, St, Louis gunman who was 
slain by gangsters the night of 
April 15 last in Madison County, 
across the river. 

Jones broke with Hayes over the 
fight Hayes was waging in the un- 
derworld to get control of a prof- 
itable racing news service in St. 
Louis conducted by Gullie“ Owen 
and Beverly Brown. Fearing a 
gun fight with Hayes, Jones filed 
to Kansas City 18 months ago, 
finding employment in a gambling 
house.

the report from the Platform Com- 
mittee. The order was to recon- 
vene at 8 p. m. 
The President and his friends 


appeared to be firmly at the helm 
of party affairs, as the convention 
got ahead with its business. With- 
out a murmur, the administration- 
backed report of the Credentials 
Committee was adopted. 
A tribute to the Hoover record, 
in the course of a rip-roaring Re- 
publican speech by Congressman 
Snell, the permanent chairman, set 
off the 20 minutes of noise and dis- 
order, as State delegations. cir- 
cled the arena cheering and the 
pipe organ pealed out “California, 
Here I Come.” 

Its First Touch of Life. 
The whirling throng was led by 
Gov. Rolph of Mr. Hoover's own 
State, holding high the California 
flag. One after another, Illinois, 
last of all, the delegations put their 
State standards into the yelling 
parade. Wisconsin Hoover men, 
jubilant to be in the majority in 
their State after years of defeat, 
handed their standard to the speak- 
ers’ platform, and National Chair- 
man Fess waved it high. 
It was the first touch of life since 
the convention opened yesterday. 
The delegates seemed to enjoy it, 
and Settled back in their seats af- 
terward, smiling and interested, as 
Snell went on with his speech, 
which made up most of the pro- 
ceedings at the morning session.

ENATOR DICKINSON seemed

Almost simultar-ously with the 
Dawes statement, hand bills came 
to the delegates putting into words 
thé suppressed desire of many of 
them, namely, that somebody other 
than Hoover should be the nom- 
inee for President. It was suggest- 
ed that Dawes be “drafted” for 
the job. 

This little flare-up of anti-Hoov- 
er sentiment excited mild interest, 
but there was no chance it would 
have any effect.

Dawés Declares He Cant Accept 
Nomination.

WASHINGTON, June 15.— 


Charles Gates Dawes, in & formal 


statement today said he could net 
aceept the Republican nomination 
for the vice-presidency if it were 
offered him. 

The former Vice-President, who 
concludes today his tenure of effice 
as president of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, said he had 
given the question of the vice-pres- 
idency “considered thought.” 

He made the statement at his 
home in the Willard Hotel, person- 
ally telephoning it to the Associated 
Press. 

“The situation in the convention 
as to the vice-presidential nomina- 
tien, as reported by the press this 
morning, would seem to call for a 
more explicit statement of my atti- 
tude,” Dawés said. “Te have been 
censidered for this nemination is a 
high henor and I appreciate the 
proffers of support: I have given 
the question considered thought. I 
could not accept the nomination if 
made.” 

Dawes, who resigned as Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain te head the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, turned aside the vice-presi- 
dency in his characteristic blunt 
manner. ä 

He had followed with deep inter- 
est the continued flow of reports 
frem Chicago of a growing move- 


ment to replace Vice-President 
Curtis on the Republican ticket 
with him.

prompt resubmission of the pro- 
hibition question by Congress to 
the states and demanded a substi- 
tute giving Congress control to 
regulate the manufacture, sale 
and transportation of liquor.

Taken Up Out of Order. 

The Resolutions Committee took 
up the prohibition plank out of or- 
der at the request of Chairman 
Fess of the National Committee in 
érder to get e proposal distrib- 
uted to delegates and State confer- 
ences by 6 p. m. Fess announced 
the convention would settle the is- 
sue tonight and said the five-min- 
ute rile on debate would be en- 
foreed after the leading speakers 
had been heard. 

Before reaching the prohibition 
plank the Resolutions Committee 
adopted after sharp debate a deela- 
ration concemning party irreguiar- 
ity in Congress. It was a slap at 
the Republican independents and 
went through with the votes of 
Michigan and South Dakota in op- 
position. Former Gov. Green of 
Michigan in opposing the declara- 
tien, said the question was one for 
the states. 

A plank calling for Federal reg- 
ulation of interstate power trans- 
mission was approved by the com- 
mittee. 

Extension of the Tariff. 

Under a resolution approved late 
in the day by the committee, the 
principle of the protective tariff 
would be extended to products of 
the farm and forest, copper and 
oil. 

The plank would assert the Re- 
publican party had lived up to its 
platform pledges for agricultural 
relief of four years ago, indorse the 
marketing act, and move (for 


amending it to make it stronger in 


the matter of disposing of crop 
surpluses.

Virtually All of Delegates 
Reported Ready to Vote

CHICAGO, June 15.—The anti- 
Curtis sentiment, which has been 
gainiig strenstn gradually, has 
struck the Missouri delegation. 

Althouga ne poll has been taken, 
it was estimated last night by a 
Missouri party leader that at least 
two-thirds of the Missouri delegates 
were ready to vote against the re- 
nominatlon ot the Vice-President. 

The trend is altogether to former 
Vice-President Charles G. Dawes, 
and it appears there would be little 
difficulty in taking almost all the 
Missourians to him. The only es- 
ceptions, probably, being those 
delegates from districts aleng the 
Kansas border where there is more 
or less political interedurse between 
Missouri and Kansas Republicans. 

Seek Strength for Ticket. 

Missouri will not take just any- 
body against Curtis, but will take 
Dawes as against an unknown, or 
comparatively unknown, candidate. 
Of, as against one who would not 
add particular strength to the 
ticket, the delegation undoubtedly 
would stay with Curtis. Dawes is 
looked on as ene who would add 
material strength. 

A party official in the state, who 
fefrained from speaking for quota- 
tion, éxpressed the general opinion 
ef his associates thus: 

“Being frank at least with our- 
selves, we might just as well admit 
that President Hoover will net give 
the ticket any strength. We réalize 
that in this campaign he will be a 
Hiability. Curtis as his running 
mate will add no strength. 

“We cannot avoid renominating 
Hoover, but we can pick a candi- 
date for Vice-President who will 
give strength to the ticket. Dawes 
undoubtedly is the man if he will 
accept the nomination, and so far 
hé has not absolutely closed the 
gate. He would previde the elec- 
tric spark needed by the Republi- 
cans this year. He would be a col 
erful candidate, and 1 have no 
doubt that at least two-thirds of 
our delegation would take him in 
preference to Curtis.” 

Caulfield Boom Brief. 

A short-lived Caulfield-for-Vice- 
President move was started yester- 
day by some of the Governor's 
friends in the delegation, but the 
Governor promptly discouraged the 
talk and it had died out by night. 

Chairman Arthur M. Curtis of 
the State Committee and a dele-

bers of state and national cenven- 
tions. He declared no party, by its 
platform, should attempt to eoeree 
Congress on proposed constitutional 
amendments. 

Dr. Butler States His Case. 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler of 
New York. who yésterday intro- 
@uced a repeal resolution in the 
con vention, headed the wéts. Dr. 
Butler has stated he would carry 
the fight to the floer of the con- 
tention if the committée should 
report a straddling plank. 
Dr. Butler spoke briefly on his 
résolution, pointing out that it 
would give the publie an oppertu- 
nity to vote eon the eighteenth 
amendment through state conven- 
tions, elected for that purpose, free 
from othér political questions.

PRISON SENTENCES 
OF LUKE LEA AND 
ASSOCIATE UPHELD 


North Carolina Supreme 
Court Finds No Error in 
Trial for Violation of 


Banking Laws. 


By the Associated Press. | 

RALEIGH, N. C., June 15.—The 
North Carolina Supreme Court to- 
day upheld the convictions of Luke 
Lea, Nashville (Tenn.) publisher, 
and Wallace B. Davis, former 
Asheville (N. C.) banker for viola- 
tion of state banking laws. 

The court also affirmed the con- 
viction of Luke Lea Jr., in its 
opinion, the court ruled there was 
“no error” in the proceedings of 
the Buncombe County Superior 
Court which convicted the Leas and 
Davis as an aftermath of the failure 
in Asheville of the Central Bank 
and Trust Co. 

Lea was sentenced to serve from 
six to 10 years in state prison at 
Raleigh, Davis to four to six years 
and Luke Lea Jr. was given an al- 
ternative sentence of 825,000 fine 
or two to four years in prison. 

Davis and the two Leas were 
convicted of “unlawfully and 
feloniously conspiring together with 
one, J. C. Bradford (cashier of the 
bank) to misapply money, property 
and credits of the bank in relation 
to an issue of $309,000 in certifi- 
cates of deposit” dated Oct. 8, 1930. 

They were convicted also of con- 
spiring together with Bradford “to 
injure and defraud the bank” in 
relation io an issue of $100,000 of 
cashier’s checks, dated Oct. 8, and 


were found guilty of misapplying 
various amounts.

15.—The Greek freighter Artemis 
sank off Southern Bahia, Brazil, to- 


day, and her crew of 31 was saved 
by the British motorship Eastern 
Prince, which responded to S O 8 
calls. Details of the rescue and the 
cause of the Artemis’ foundering 
were unrevealed in the meager dis- 
patches announcing that the crew 
had been picked up. 

The Artemis sent out an 8 O 8 
call early this morning, radioed 
later that it was sinking and the 
crew had taken to the boats. 

The Government radio station at 
Arpador learned that the Artemis 
was bound for Buenos Aires from 
Torre Vieja, Spain, and that it was 
rapidly sinking in south latitude 
17:44 and west longitude 37.28. 
This would place it off Southern 
Bahia north of the Abrolbos 
Islands. 


The Artemis, formerly the Con- 
tessa Adelma, is 3587 tons gross 
register, is listed as owned in An- 
dros, Greece, and was built in 1901 
at Glasgow, Scotland. It was com- 
manded by Capt. Joannis Sein- 
bouras.

minority floor leader in the House, 
sounded even higher notes of 
praise for President Hoover and 
the Republican party than did yes- 
terday’s keynote speaker, Senator 
Dickinson of Iowa. 

To find bigger and better super- 
latives than Dickinson's was no 
mean task, but the New York Con- 
gressman achieved it triumphantly. 

The two addresses made it plain 
that the party in the coming cam- 
paign will seek to create the issue 
of conservatism against radicalism. 
Instead of promising a chicken in 
every pot and two cars in the ga- 
rage, the party spellbinders this 
year will tell the people, as Snell 
did today, that, if they don’t want 
the countr to go completely to the 
dogs, they must elect Herbert 
Hoover and other safe and sane Re- 
publicans.

Snell signalized an organized at- 


tack on the Democrats as a party 
of ill-assorted incompetents offer- 
ing “quack remedies and exploded 
theories.” If any budding G. O. P. 
orator wants a stock of epithets 
with which to lambast the Demo- 
crats or of phrases with which to 
eulogize Mr. Hoover, he can find 
them in profusion in the staccato 
sentences of Mr. Snell. 

They burst like bombs against 
the Democrats; they rocketed to 
the skies, like the fireworks over 
Lake Michigan, in praise of “the 
one man who today stands head 
and shoulders above any leader 
among the nations of the world— 
the Republican President of the 
United States, Herbert Hoover.” 

Dickinson likened President Hoo- 
ver to Lincoln.

Carlisle Callom, 73 years old, 4 
patient at the city infirmary, died 
at city hospital today of a frac- 
tured skull suffered in a fall at the 
infirmary yesterday.

PARIS, June 15.—American 


Frances order to transfer more 
than $50,000,000 in gold from the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
yesterday to caution growing out 


of France's experience in London. 
The Bank of France lost about 


when Great Britain went off the 
gold standard and the pound fell. 
As a result of this, American bank- 
ers said, the Government decided 
on the new policy of protecting its 
foreign gold. 

The withdrawal from the United 
States, bankers said, whether un- 
fortunate or not, should clarify the 
situation for America, whose gold 
reserve is sufficiently large not to 
be. materially affected by the 
French action. 

A high French financial author- 
ity said the withdrawal was mere- 
ly in line with the French policy | 
of liquidating the foreign creé@it and 
currency balances. 

“This,” he said, “is shown by the 
weekly statements of the Bank ot 
France, which indicate a regular 
and rapid decline in its holdings 
abroad. 

“French credit balences in New 
York amountin to $300,000,000 
have been earmarked progressiyely 
over the last six months. It is im- 
material whether the gold remains 
in the United States or is brought 
back to France, for the moment it 
is earmarked France can bring it 
back. 

“Tt is normal that the Bank of 
France should possess gold and not 
foreign currencies. This policy is 
followed by the American Federal 
Reserve.” 

American bankers and French 
officials alike said earmarking of 
French gold in New York did not 
imply apprehension regarding the 
future of the dollar or fear that the 
United States would abandon the 
gold standard. 

Some American bankers were in- 
clined to think that the action of 
the Bank of France had been in- 
fluenced by the opinion of Govern- 
ment officials that France should 
diminish big balances abroad wher- 
ever they are held. 

Foreign Drain on U. 8. Gold Ends; 

Dollar Strong as Ever. 
* oo en June 15.—The 
Bank of France converted the last 
of its dollar balances into gold yes- 
terday for eventual ‘lodgment in its 
own vaultsa. That meant the Unit- 
ed States had successfully met all 
foreign demands on its gold sup- 
ply, bankers said, and that the dol- 
lar had emerged a winner from the 
severest pressure ever imposed on 
a currency. 

Thereupon there ‘eccurred in the 
foreign exchange market the 
strongest bull movement in dollars 
seen in many weeks. Bankers ex- 
pressed satisfaction, seeing the re-

-More than 400 officers and civil- 
jan employes of the Police Depart- 
ment today had 


0.9 pledges to 
give one-tenth of their pay o the 


Citizens’ Committee on Relief and 
Employment. 

All policemen and employes 
earning more than 31000 a year 


were requested by Chief Gerk to 
Hake a 10 per cent donation to 
charity through the remainder of 
the fiscal year, which ends next 
April. It is estimated that 2350 
persons attached to the department 
come under the donation class, and 
a full response will produce about 
$390,000 for the relief fund. 

Although Chief Gerk, in his let- 
ter fo members of the department 
yesterday stated “we do this cheer- 
fully and voluntarily,” it was an- 
nounced at roll calls that those of- 
ficers and employes who did not 
sign the pledge would be required 
to make a written report to the 
Chief, setting forth their reasons 
for not doing so. 

Several such reports have already 
been received. One officer ex- 
plained that from his $185 salary 
he paid $80 each month for ali- 
mony and as installments on debts. 
The $105 remaining was required 
to meet insurance and pension fees, 
and to maintain himself, he stated. 
Chief Gerk said that all reports of 
refusal to donate would be re- 
ferred to the Police Board. 

The payments made under the 
pledges will be used for emergency 
unemployment relief, and will take 
the place of equal amounts which 
the city might otherwise be asked 
to appropriate. Thus, the plan 
will have the same practical effect 
as the recently proposed voluntary 
pay cut would have had. Poliee- 
men have beech assured that no cut 
in police salaries would be proposed 
during the period covered by the 
pledges. The pay of city employes, 
including members of the Fire De- 
partment, has been cut 10 per cent 
by ordinance for the fiscal year. 


Gov. Caulfield for Police Pay Cut, 
Not Forced Gifts to Charity. 

CHICAGO, June 14.—Gov. Caul- 
field, attending the Republican Na- 
tional Convention, today announced 
that he did not think St. Louis po- 
licemen should be forced to con- 
tribute to charity. 

“I was surprised to read in the 
Post-Dispatch a statement by Chicf 
Gerk that the suggestion met with 
my approval,” the Governor said. 
“Tt came up at my conference with 
the members of the old board, Chief 
Gerk being present. My position 
was that I believed there should be 
a reduction in police salaries. I 
did not believe policemen should 
be forced to contribute to charity. 
I took the position that the salary, 
whatever it was, belonged to the 
policeman and that the board had 
no right to attempt to exercise con- 
trol over it.” 


BEGINS CAMPAIGN AGAINST 
NOXIOUS WEEDS IN ILLINOIS 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, June 1..— 
A state-wide campaign to reduce 
the menace that noxious weeds 
present has been started by the 
State Department of Agriculture. 
The State’s weed control service, 
centered in the agricultural de- 
partment’s division of plant indus- 
try, is enlisting aid from all related 
agencies for a general warfare 
against Canada ‘thistles and the 
various other forms of weeds tha 
threaten field crops, hay and grass 
production, according to an an- 
nouncement. 

To stimulate efforts on the part 
of local officials to obtain com- 
plete obedience to state laws relat- 
ing to weed control, Phil S. Ha- 
ner, plant industry superintendent, 
has forwarded an interpretation of 
the law, and the department's rec- 
ommendations relative to weed 
eradication, to county and town- 
ship clerks, supervisors, and all 
Canada thistle commissioners of. 
record. 

Through correspondence with 
interest officials, the plant industry 
division hopes to aid in the devel- 
opment of a complete staff of com- 
missioners of noxious weeds, as is 
provided for by law, and has of- 
fered its co-operation. 


FIDELITY BANK LIQUIDATOR 
BARRED AS REALTY TRUSTEE 


Receiver for Skinker-Northwood 
Firm Obtains Order Against

Hartley testified that total infla- 
tions in the fixed capital account 
of the Utah Power & Light Co., 
over the cost to the Utah Securities 
Corporation of properties acquired 
through or from that company 
were $25,230,120. Other assets ac- 
quired at prices in excess of their 
cash cost to affiliated interests, but 
not of a nature chargeable to fixed 
capital accounts, he said, brought 
the total to $34,330,246. 

Hartley also said that from 1913 
to 1839. the Utah Power and Light 
Co. paid cash fees to affiliated in- 
terests of $2,974,029.

WARNING AGAINST ‘COACHING’ 
COURSES FOR U. S. JOBS 


Civil Service Commission Says 
Money Is Being Obtained 
Under False Pretenses. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 15. — The 
United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion today issued a warning against 
schools selling courses of “coach- 
ing for civil service examinations. 

The commission said ‘schools 
which sell these courses were ac- 
cepting money under false pre- 
tenses and that one such purveyor 
had been indicted in Iowa and 
other indictments were expected. 
“Money paid for civil service 
courses at this time might almost 
as well be thrown to the four 
winds,” the commission said in 
explaining that in most cases 
where vacancies occur there is al- 
ready a long list of eligible candi- 
dates for the job or it is filled by 
transfer or reinstatement of those 
who have been in the service. Ex- 
aminations, it said, are rarely held. 
Officials of the commission said 
that since Jan. 1 only seven new 
appointments for railway mail 
clerks had been made and there 
are thousands of eligibles on the 
civil service rolls waiting for ap- 
pointment. 

The attack was not directed 
against schools which sell regular 
courses but only against those 
which pretend to be able in a short 
time to prepare a candidate to pass 
Government examinations for civil 
service jobs. 


U. S. INQUIRY INTO FLYER’S 
DEATH AT SHANGHAI SOUGHT 


Mother Says Robert Short Was 
Killed by Japanese When De- 
livering Commercial Plane.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 15.—Mrs. 
Elizabeth Short of Tacoma, Wash., 
mother of Robert Short, aviator 
shot down in the fighting at Shang- 
hai, announced yesterday she 
would demand congressional inves- 
tigation of his death and what she 
called the failure of United States 
officials in China to take action 
regarding it. 

“I have positive proof my son 
was not shot down in combat with 
Japanese flyers,” said Mrs. Short, 
who returned from Shanghai, where 
she attended her son's funeral at 
the invitation of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. “He was delivering a 
commercial plane when he was 
killed by Japanese airmen. Con- 
sul-General Cunningham refused to 
act. He even refused to see me 
when I arrived in Shanghai.” 


TARIFF RULING IS APPROVED

Advent of New Cabinet in 
Berlin Raises Doubt on 
Outcome of Meeting 
Which Begins Tomorrow.

LAUSANNE, Switzerland, June 
15.—The “Big Four” of the Eco- 
nomic Conference which will open 
here tomorrow talked over the pro- 
gram this afternoon at the hotel 
where Prime Minister Ramsay Mac- 
Donald of Great Britain is living. 

MacDonald is virtually assured of 
election as chairman of the con- 
ference. Assisting him in prepa- 
ration of the agenda were Pre- 
mier Herriot of France, Chancellor 
von Papen of Germany, Dino Gran- 
di of Italy and Paul Hymans of 
Belgium. 

Statesmen of a dozen European 
countries began arriving in pre- 
paration for the opening of the in- 
ternational conference which will 
discuss relief for Germany from the 


burden of reparations payments. 

More than $300,000,000 will fall 
due on July 15 unless a new ar- 
rangement is made. 


A new moratorium, of one to 
five years, is considered to be the 
most probable solution of the rep- 
arations problem. No suggestion 
of repudiation of war depts if 
Germany is unable or unwilling to 
make further payments is ad- 
vanced from any responsible quar- 
ter. 

The Young plan advisory com- 
mitte decided six months ago that 
Germany was temporarily unable 
to make further payments on the 
total debt of $26,500,000,000, fixed 
in 1929 by the Young plan. This 
was to have been paid over 56 
years, ending in 1988. 

The advent of a new German 
Cabinet, of Extreme Right tenden- 
¢ies, on the eve of the sessions 
has served to increase the doubt 
over the result of the conference 
here. France, in particular, has 
been uheasy over the victory of 
the German Right, with the pros- 
pect of a Hitler sweep in the Ger- 
man elections in July. 

The conference will open in the 
Beau Rivage Hotel and the Prime 
Ministers of the large Powers are 
expected to take the floor almost 
immediately to enter their pleas 
for or against cancellation of 
reparations and othe intergovern- 
mental obligations.

Missouri’s Famous Slogan. 

To the Dae of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE late Willard D. Vandiver of Co- 

lumbia, Mo., did not originate the 
expression, “I’m from Missouri, you'l 
have to show me.“ The pression, now 
universally recognized as Missouri's sle- 
gan, was current in the West long before 
Mr. Vandiver used it in a speech at Phil- 
adelphia in 1899. Famous Missourians, 
such as Norman J. Coleman, Col. David 
Pattérson Dyer, Charles P. Johnson and 
David R. Francis, are as much entitled to 
credit for populatizing the expression as 
was Mr. Vandiver, for they used it fre- 
quently in their speeches and were proud 
of it. Col Dyer once told the writer 
that he thought it originated in a West- 
ern mining camp. The story was tHat @ 
loud-mouthed cititen of Arkansas was 
terrorizing the camp with stories of his 
prowess and had just reached the point 
in his narrative where he proclaimed 
how many wild cats he “or airy other 
man from Arkansaw” could lick, when a 
sandy-haired son of Pike County, Mo., 
walked up and with one blow laid the 
boastful razorback low, at the sare time 
remarking, “I'm from Missouri, Brother, 
you'll have te show me.” 

1 first heard the expression in Denver. 
Colo., while on a visit there in 1896. It 
seemed to be on everybody's lips, and 1 
was told by a clerk at the New Albany 
Hotel what purported to be the real story 
of its origin. He said a number of lead 
and zine miners from Joplin, Mo., had 
deen taken to Leadvill¢, Céle., te fill the 
places of striking miners in the silver 
mines there. Being unfamiliar with the 
methods in use at Léadville, it became 
customary for the foremen in the mines 
to point out the new men with the éx- 
pression, “That man is from Missouri. 
you'll have to show him,” meaning, of 
course, to instruct him how the work was 
to be done. The expression was soon 
carried above ground and was employed 
by the striking miners and their sympa- 
thizers as a term of derision toward the 
Missourians. Later it was adopted by 
Missourians generally. 

I believe the Colorado story explains 
the origin of the phrase, for it was widely} 
current in the West before it reached 
Missouri, and that was several years de- 
tore Mr. Vandiver used it. The Literary) 
Digest several years ago published a 
numder of statements on the subject, 
taken from St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Columbia papers, but did not attempt te 
settle the controversy as to When and 
where the expression oricinated.

Mr. Coolidge does 
not regard himself as an expert on the subject of 
broker loans, and is not to give an opinion 
whether they are out of proportion to the country’s 
resources. The figures appear to him, however, to 
indicate increase of business in the securities market, 
and do not convéy any unfavorable impression.” 

On the strength of that statement, professional op- 
efaters as well as the general public took renewed 
confidence in the bull market. The following day be 
gan another buying movement, and opening prices 
scared $1 to $9 over the levels of the preceding day. 

The Federal Reserve Board also played its part. 
By drastically and rapidly advaneing the rate of re 
discount, it could have shut off @ large portion of the 
credit which supported the bull operations. But its 
increases were moderate, and wert made with evident 
reluctance, with the conséquence that large funds 
were diverted from industrial activity inte market 
speculation. While Federal policy eould not have en- 
tirely prevented either the boom or the crash, it is 
still true that the administration's wisdom could have 
kept the bull movement from going as fast as it did. 

Both for the fantastic height which inflation achieved 
and the consequent severity of the reaction, the ad- 
thinistfation was clearly to blame. Now it claims 
eredit for having saved the country from an even 
worse debacle than oceurred, a collapse that has re- 
duced us to the worst plight in the history of the 
United States. | 

Nor did Mr. Hoover, entering the White House seven 
months before the collapse, lift his hand to prevent 
the disaster unwittingly abetted by the Coolidge 
regime. He, too, Was willing to take political credit

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THE WORLD AND THE WAR DEBTS. 
Former President Coolidge chose an inopportune 
time to write his afticle opposing cancellation of the 
war debts, which has appeared in a current number 
of a magazine, just as the nations of Europe are 
meeting at Lausanne to find, if possible, some solu- 
tion of this international problem. 

The United States is not represented at Lausanne, 
but we shall attend the economic meeting to be held 
in London presently, which, in effect, will be another 
session of the Lausanne conference. 

Certainly the Coolidge thesis is easy to sustain. Logic 
is on the side of the position that those debts must be 
paid. So are sanctity of contract and the mofality of 
business. They are also on the side of every repuédi- 
ated or abandoned international obligation, even 
those as far removed from the present instance as 
the unpaid bonds issued by the Confederate States. 

The question is, What is the best thing to do in 
the circumstances? If it could be shown that can- 
cellation of the war debts would help industry and 
trade, give business a chance to operate profitably 
and—most important of all—lend us a hand in the 
difficult matters ef putting our millions of unem- 
ployed back to work—if that result would follow, the 
American people would agree to cancel the debts. 

Of course, no such happy consequence can be prom- 
ised, much less demonstrably proved. Yet the con- 
sensus of economists is that the war debts are a 
millstone around the neck of industry and that com- 
merce must languish until relieved of this blighting 
burden. 

Most of us know what has happened to our foreign 
trade in these fateful years. The statistics read: 
$5,157,000,000 in 1929, $3,781,000,000 in 1930, $2,3TT,- 
000,000 in 1931. And still sinking in 1932. To bring 
it straight home, the export figures for Missouri are: 
1928, $49,000,000; 1930, $32,000,000; 1931, $16,000,000. 

What does foreign trade mean in terms of employ- 
ment and wages? That question was well answered 
a short time ago by the Secretary of Commerce, who 
gave the exports in 1931 of seven states not ordinarily 
regarded as particularly dependent on foreign trade. 
Those seven states—Missouri, Indiana, Alabama, 
Iowa, Tennessee, Mississippi and Kansas—did an er 
port business of $141,000,000, which, it is estimated, 
furnished employment for $0,000 workers and wages 
to the amount of $85,000,000. 

We are supposed to be a practical people. As such, 
can we not approach this question in a practical man- 
ner? Which is the sensible, practieal thing for us to 
do? Insist upon the payment of those debts, under

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Me HOOVER 
STOPPED,” RIVAL SAYS 


Dr. France, Only Other Candi- 
date, Sure the President 
Won't Be Renominated. 


By PAUL T. ANDERSON,

CHICAGO, June 23.— Tou may 


be perfectly sure of one thing— 


Hoover will not be nominated. 
We've got him stopped.” 
This rather startling statement 
came from Dr. Joseph L France, 
of Maryland, the President's sole 
opponent for the Republican nom- 
ination. I found him eating dinner 
with his secretary last night, in the 
doctor’s combination headquarters 
and living quarters in the Congress 
Hotel. They were alone. 
A placard over the door gave this 
information: 
“Total number of delegates in- 
structed or advised for France— 
231: for Hoover—19.” 
Dr. France, a large, full-faced, 
well-fleshed man with ruddy 
cheeks and gold-rimmed spectacles, 
was wearing a linen suit and eat- 
ing a strawberry sundae for desert. 
Asked why he was so confident 
that President Hoover would not 
be renominated, he replied: 
“Because the delegates don't 
want him. Anyone who attended 
today’s session could see that 
Why, when his name was men- 
tioned, they looked around to be 
sure whether it was proper for 
them to cheer. Outside of the Fed- 
eral jobholders there aren't 10 dele- 
gates who want to renominate him. 
How can a man like that win! ? 
“Hoover Never a Party Man.” 
The writer mentioned the renom- 
ination of Taft in 1912, but Dr. 
France replied: 

“That was different. Taft was 
an old line organization politician 
with a long record of service for 
and fidelity to the party. He was 
‘one of the boys.’ 

“On the other hand, Hoover 
never was a party man, never be- 
longed to the organization. He was 
an associate of Woodrow Wilson. 
He has no deep-seated strength. 

“Furthermore.” observe the doc- 
tor with a spread smile, “why 
should the party want to repeat 
the experience of Taft in 1912? 
No, sir, I've seen many a conven- 
tion stampede toward the pie 
eounter, but never one away from 
it. They want to win, and they 
know they can't ‘win with Hoo- 
ver. 

All this sounded rather convinc- 
ing to one who is not a politician. 
but the writer could not brush 
away the fact that the renomina- 
tion of the President had been uni- 
versally conceded—except by Dr. 
France. What figures could be ad- 
vanced in support of the claim that 
Hoover wonld not be nominated? 

The doctor produced a chart 
which seemed to show that in nine 
states holding presidential prima- 
ries, 231 delegates had been in- 
structed “or advised for France, 
and 19 for Hoover. By a curious 
coincidence. Hoover’s were from 
Maryland, Dr. France’s home state. 

Among the states conceded to 
France were Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and Ohio. 

Where Figures Might Lie. 

Some of the figures were start- 
fing. Thus it appeared in Illinois 
the result had been: France. 345,- 

000: Hoover, 1750. In Pennsylvania: 
France, 352.092; Hoover, 20,662. In 
North Dakota: France, 35,906: 
Hoover, none. 

“Just look at those figures.” ex-| 
ulted the candidate. “I tell you 
there’s nothing to it. The man 
has no strength at all. If he didn't 
happen to de President vou 


tioned.” 

Still puzzling over these discon- 
certing statistics, the writer finally 
elicited the fact that in the pri- 
maries where France received a 
majority of the votes, President 
Hoover's name did not appear on 
the ballot. Also, as the doctor re- 
marked defensively. “Anyone could 
write it in.” Further inquiry dis- 
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closed that in virtually all instances 
the regular organization held state 
conventions at which delegates were | 
picked. ' 

“Are you sure,” I asked Dr. 
France, that the delegates chosen 
at these state conventions will vote 
for you?” 

“I am assuming that they will,” 
he declared with dignity. “Not to 
vote for me after I received the 
largest number of votes would be a 
violation of the spirit. if not the 
letter, of the preferential primary 
laws. It would be a clear case of 
moral turpitude. Of course, there 
are reports of tampering, but I am 
not worried. You may take it from 
me that Hoover is beaten.” 

Asked whether this belief was 
based on anything beyond the re- 
turns previously given, Dr. France 
answered: “The big men in New 
York don't want Hoover. They want 
a practical politician, a man who 
knows the game. They have had 
enough of supermen and prima 
donnaa That type doesn’t fit in the 
White House. You've got to have 
aman for President who can work 
with the organization, who can sit 
down with the boys and talk it 
over. 

“That's one reason why I know 
Hoover won't be renominated. An- 
other reason is that I believe in 
God, and 1 don’t think He is ready 
fo ahandon this country to damna- 
tien.” 

Was Dr. France confident of — 
nomination? He drew himeelf to 
full height and smiled knowingly. 

“My idea in entering this fight,” 
he replied, “was to save the party 
from those who were wrecking it.

Since Chile exported the first nl. 
trate to the United States for the 
use of American farmers in 1830, 
it is estimated that the Chilean 
Government has derived a total 
revenue of about $1,000,000,000 
from nitrate.

Chile’s production of nitrate totaled 
2,996,440 tons, of which 2,199,077 
tons was exported. The export tax 
on this product made up 24 per 
cent of Chile’s revenue for the 
year, but in previous years the 
revenue from nitrate export tax had 
been as much as 60 per cent of the 
Chilean budget. 
Employs 50,000 Men. 

Antogafasta, Iquique and Toca- 
pilla are the Chilean ports from 
which nitrate is shipped from the 
Great Desert strip in the Andes, 
500 miles long and 100 miles wide, 
where the nitrate mines and reduc- 
ing plants are situated. This dis- 
trict has a population of 400,000, 
and 60,000 men are engaged here 
in normal times producing nitrate 
and delivering it to the ports. 

The caliche, or rock, from 
which nitrate is produced, is blast- 
ed out of open mines and loaded 
on cars with steam shovels. The 
nitrate is extracted from the stone 
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invented by E. A. Capellan Smith 
and called the Guggenheim proc- 
ess. is used by modern plants. The 
new process does not require great 
heat to extract the nitrate. Fur- 
thermore, it reduces the produc- 
tion costs and makes the nitrate 
into grains which remain separate 
and do not cake into a solid mass.

BIRMINGHAM LAWYER JAILED

JEFFERSON CITY, June 16.— 
Missouri faces a fruit shortage this 
year. 

A bulletin of the Federal crop re- 
porting service reports that the 
heavy production of 1931, follow- 
ing the drouth of 1930, sapped re- 
serve vitality in fruit trees to such 
an extent that less fruit bearing 
wood developed for the 1932 crop. 
This was especially true of apple 
trees, and spotted conditions re- 
flect the wide variance of tree 
vigor, the report says. 

The report summarizes the con- 
dition of the main fruit crops as 
follows: 

Apples—Much of the bloom did 
not set to make fruit and the May 
1 condition of 42 per cent dropped 
to 23 per cent June 1. and the ap- 
ple crop forecast is now 1,500,000 
bushels, or about one-sixth of last 
year’s crop. 

Peaches—Freezing weather in 
March destroyed nearly all of the 
Elberta crop. A few white varie- 
ties withstood the cold weather and 
will grow a partial crop. Peach 
condition, based on bloom May 1. 
was 23 per cent. The June 1 con- 
dition based on fruit is 13 per cent, 
or a probable crop of 220,000 
bushels compared with 1,500,000
